For too many Chicago residents, the pop of 
gunfire blended in with 4th of July fireworks 
this weekend, rocking neighborhoods across 
the city 

By early Monday morning, violence in 
Chicago had claimed 11 lives and left dozens 
injured, making it among the city’s deadliest 
weekends in recent years. 

Some of the slayings appeared to be gang- 
related; others could be the result of domes- 
tic squabbles. Police declined to comment on 
the weekend’s rash of shootings, saying they 
wanted to wait until the monthly meeting 
on updated crime statistics. But current sta- 
tistics indicate homicides still are down this 
year compared to last year. As of midnight 
Monday, there were 210 homicides in the city, 
compared with 238 a year ago, records show 

But people who live in these neighbor- 
hoods either blamed the violence on too 
many guns on the street or gang warfare. 
Some suggested that police this weekend may 
have focused too much of their manpower at 
the city’s Taste of Chicago. 

James Smith, 24, suggested that the city’s 
neighborhoods may have paid the price for 
extra security downtown. Officers who nor- 
mally patrol 47th Street near Forrestville 
Avenue in Bronzeville, a mix of boarded-up 
and new shops, had disappeared during the 
Taste this year, he said. 

“They all left,” he said as he hung outside 
the corner store where Dominic Barnes, 21, 
was shot and killed Sunday morning. “You 
didn’t see no police. After the shooting, cops

came back here.” 

Residents said some of the shootings 
this weekend whizzed dangerously close to 
schools, parks and churches— places where 
children gather and play 
The bloody bandage on the right arm of 
8 -year-old Darien King was the result of a man 


who allegedly fired shots into the crowd at a 
neighborhood block party in Englewood on 
Saturday night. 

The soon-to-be 3rd grader was playing tag 
with his uncle near 57th Street and Union 
Avenue when the shots rang out. His uncle 
yelled for him to get down and tried to shield 
him with his body, but one of the bullets 
caught the boy just above the elbow 

“I thought they were firecrackers,” Darien 
said Monday “I didn’t feel it. My hand just 
starting shaking.”

CTA shows 
off new 
hybrid bus

And now for today’s big bus news. 

The CTA on Monday trotted out the first of 
58 new articulated hybrid buses purchased with 
federal economic stimulus funds. 

All 58 of the New Flyer buses are scheduled 
to arrive by the fall, increasing the fleet of 
articulated hybrid buses to 208 vehicles and 
helping to save the CTA more than $7 million 
annually in fuel and maintenance costs, offi- 
cials said. 

The New Flyers are equipped with electrical 
outlets enabling the batteries on the buses to 
be charged to operate the auxiliary heater and 
circulate coolant through the engine block dur- 
ing overnight storage in cold weather. The tech- 
nology eliminates the need to keep buses idling 
when they are not in use, officials said. 

The CTA is expected to receive $241 million 
in stimulus funds. About $50 million is being 
used for the New Flyers. 

The transit agency also is using stimulus 
grants to rehab older buses and rail cars and to 
replace old track on the Blue Line’s Dearborn 
Street subway

Call him the rail man of genius. After living in two apartments that 
have each overlooked an “E line, Tom Sherman said he has trained his 
brain to ignore the noisy trains that zoom by his home every day 

Sherman, 27, has lived by the Brown Line, in between the Montrose 
and Irving Park stops, for 3 7 2 years. He previously lived near the Foster 
stop on the Purple Line. The first three days in each home were the 
hardest, he said. 

“The trains really go fast, and it’s loud,” said Sherman, of North 
Center. “No one can question your street cred if you say you live next 
to the ‘L.’ ” 

Indeed, in “Public Enemies,” Billie Frechette (played by Marion 
Cotillard) elevated her hip factor not by being John Dillingefs girl- 
friend but for living in an apartment next 
to the “L.” In one scene, Cotillard turns up 
the radio as the train rumbles by her apart- 
ment. 

Cotillard made living near the “E seem 
romantic— she used the apartment as a 
hideout while the police hunted Dillinger. 

In reality, though, living by the “L’ can seem 
jarring. Every screech and accompanying 
rattle begs the question: Why did I move 
here? Yet Chicagoans who have lived near 
elevated tracks say they have learned to live with the noise and 
privacy issues. Plus, an “L-side apartment provides easy CTA access 
and can cost less than an apartment farther from the tracks in the same 
area. 

Eric Rojas, a Realtor with Rubloff Residential Properties in Lincoln 
Park, said homebuyers and renters typically look for a place about 
four blocks from the train. A place located thisclose to the “E typically 
costs about 20 percent less than a home that’s a few blocks away, he 
said. 

‘A renter’s more inclined to do it, but a buyer’s tough,” Rojas said. “It 
really comes down to price.” 

Rojas said people who buy or rent “L’-side homes usually are “city 
people” (lifelong Chicagoans used to the noise) or new Chicagoans so 
anxious to live in a particular neighborhood they’re willing to sacrifice. 

Light sleepers also need not apply, Sherman said. Nor should those 
with noise-sensitive significant others. 

Deborah Beckwin of Rogers Park said she’s been able to withstand 
living near the Red Line between the Morse and Loyola stops for more 
than a year. She likened the commotion to “someone with really loud 
speakers driving by” 

“I think this is probably a happy medium. I really wouldn’t want it to 
be where I’m on the phone and I have to wait for the train to pass me 
by, or have my sleep affected,” said Beckwin, 31. “It kind of reminds me 
I do live in the city”

Transit riders already have a choice of Red, Green, 
Blue, Brown, Orange, Yellow, Pink and Purple 
Lines, but a coalition of South Side activists also 
would like commuters to go for the Gold. 

Underserved by rapid transit, residents there 
would benefit from a proposed “Gold Line,” an 
innovative hybrid of both Metra and the CTA, 
according to Southsiders Organized for Unity and 
Liberation, or SOUL. 

With the city bidding for the 2016 Games, the 
line also would serve key Olympic venues, say 
SOUL members, who represent more than 20 
churches and community organizations. 

“The project would help support the needs 
of thousands of people on the South Side,” said 
Dhyia Thompson, co-chair of the group’s Gold 
Line Task Force. 

Although the Olympics served as inspira- 
tion, the real goal is better access to jobs— espe- 


cially downtown and in the suburbs— as well as 
improved transportation options, supporters say 
Parts of the South Side, particularly neighbor- 
hoods close to the lakefront and south of Jackson 
Park, are among the city’s most densely populated 
and the most in need of additional rapid transit, 
SOUL believes. 

Under the group’s Gold Line plan, more fre- 
quent trains would be provided on the Metra 
Electric District Line. The plan also calls for 
allowing transfers between Metra trains and CTA 
buses and adding a new station at 35th Street. 

The proposal faces a number of obstacles. 
These include securing funding, overcoming a 
historic lack of cooperation between Metra and 
the CTA and even proving the line is needed. 

SOUL estimates that implementing the Gold 
Line would cost $159 million. This would pay for 
adding 26 Electric District Highliner cars for 
$91 million as well as for new tracks, station 


upgrades and fare equipment. 

But funding for big-ticket mass transit projects 
is already scarce to non-existent, experts say The 
Regional Transportation Authority has lobbied 
vigorously for a $10 billion, five-year capital plan 
to maintain and expand transit systems, but the 
legislature this spring came up with a “status quo” 
$2.7 billion capital package. 

But the bulk of the money for the Gold Line 
or any major capital project would have to come 
from the federal government. 

Metra and the CTA already have projects in the 
planning stages that those agencies say would help 
the underserved Southeast Side and south suburbs 
and would bolster public transportation for the 
Olympic venues. One project, Metra’s proposed 
SouthEast Service Line, would extend commuter 
rail service through the city on existing Union 
Pacific/CSX railroad tracks to 20 suburbs in South 
Cook and Will Counties. A preliminary estimate 
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Passengers wait for their train at 
the Metra Randolph Street Station. 

CHASE AGNELLO-DEAN/REDEYE 


puts the line’s cost at more than $524 million, 
but the figure is likely to be much higher. 

Meanwhile, the CTA is looking at an 
extension of the Red Line that would con- 
nect the current terminus at 95th Street 
with 130th Street. Estimates for that proj- 
ect range from $210 million to $1.1. billion, 
depending on the specific route. 

Gold Line supporters says a key compo- 
nent of their plan calls for permitting trans- 
fers between Metra and the CTA. 

“If you take both Metra and the CTA to 
work, the problem is there’s no transferabil- 
ity,” Thompson said. 

While the two agencies operate indepen- 
dendy, the RTAhas been working to imple- 
ment a universal fare card that it hopes to 
start testing next year. 

The Gold Line is similar to a Gray Line 
proposal, which transit advocate Mike

Payne created and has promoted for 
years.

sit agencies and the Chicago Department 
of Transportation.

Obama meets Russian president 


MOSCOW President Dmitry Medvedev 
says Russia and the U.S. must work 
closely together to stop the spread of nuclear 
weapons in volatile regions including the 
Middle East. 

Medvedev said after talks Monday with 
President Obama that the world is getting 
more dangerous as more countries develop 
nuclear weapons. 

His remarks seemed a nod to U.S. concerns 
about Iran’s nuclear program, but Medvedev 
did not specifically mention Iran. 

He said the world is changing for the worse 
with “the appearance of new nuclear players, 
many of which aren’t even signed up to the 
nuclear club, but which either dream of it

openly or are secretly preparing for it.” 

The U.S. wants Russia to use its ties with 


Iran to press it to abandon nuclear activi- 
ties that could lead to weapons develop- 
ment. 

Obama and Medvedev agree there hasn’t 
been as much progress as they’d like to see in 
the fight against insurgents in Afghanistan. 

Meanwhile, Russia’s First Lady Svetlana 
Medvedeva took Michelle Obama and her 
two daughters on a tour of the Kremlin, as 
well as the Kremlin’s Winter Garden and the 
Cathedral of the Assumption. 

Later, Obama and the first girls toured 
the Armory, which boasts a large collection 
of imperial regalia, and the State Diamond 
Fund, home to the 190-carat Orlov diamond 
and the world’s largest sapphires.

SALE PROPOSAL SENT TO MLB FOR REVIEW, 
BUT DETAILS STILL TO BE WORKED OUT 


Chicago Tribune 

Tribune Co. took a significant step toward 
selling the Cubs to the Ricketts family, with 
the two sides sending documents describing a 
proposed deal to Major League Baseball for its 
review, several sources said Monday 

Some details of the deal still are being worked 
out, and sources on both sides expressed cau- 
tion that nothing is final until a definitive agree- 
ment is signed. But they also indicated enough 
progress has been made to give MLB executives 
an advance read at what a deal would look like. 

“We’re just hopeful that the Tribune and the 
Ricketts family can finish the transaction, and 
we can move on with the next phase of our 
lives as we build on a new ownership group and, 
hopefully, win some baseball games,” said Cubs 
Chairman Crane Kenney 

Since January the Rickettses and Tribune 
Co. have been negotiating a sale worth about 
$900 million. But when talks appeared to stall 
in recent weeks, Tribune Co. renewed conver- 
sations with another buyer, raising questions 
about where the negotiations with the Ricketts 
family were headed. 

Sending what one source described as “cur- 
rent draft agreements” related to a Cubs sale 
to MLB appears to put the family back in the 
driver’s seat, though some sources familiar with 
the negotiations disagreed on whether to char- 
acterize the documents sent to MLB as a tenta- 
tive sales agreement. 

A spokesman for Tribune Co., which owns 
the Chicago Tribune and RedEye, said, “We 
continue an active dialogue with the Ricketts 
family with an eye toward reaching a definitive 
agreement. We don’t intend to comment on the 
specifics of any potential transaction.” 

If a sale is finalized, the deal has to be 
approved by 75 percent of MLB’s 30 owners. 

A transaction also must pass muster with 
Tribune Co.’s creditors and a bankruptcy judge 
because the media company is operating under

The documents sent to baseball show how 
the Rickettses would finance the deal and the 
unusual capital structure the two sides have 
been negotiating. In the Cubs deal, sources 
said, a new partnership would be formed to own 
the assets Tribune Co. is unloading. Tribune 
Co. would retain about a 5 percent stake; the 
Rickettses would have the rest. 

The objective would be to shelter Tribune Co. 
from several hundred-million dollars in capital 
gains taxes that would be generated by selling 
assets the company has held through decades 
of growth. Tribune Co. bought the team and 
the stadium for $20.5 million in 1981 from the

Five months of negotiations appear to be nearing an end in the 
deal to sell the Cubs to the Ricketts family, but in this complicated 
transaction, nothing can be assumed.

June: Unhappy with the grinding pace of the talks, Tribune Co. talks 
with another interested party who lost out to the Rickettses in the 
auction for the baseball team, according to two sources. That other 
bidder is reported to be a group led by Marc Utay, managing partner 
of a New York private-equity firm who grew up in Glenview.

The 29 -man breakaway, including Armstrong and 
Cancellara, used the gusty conditions to their advantage 


in a tactic known as “bordure,” which can 
help breakaway groups gain time on the 
main pack. Alberto Contador and other 
favorites were caught off-guard. 

“We knew the wind was going to be 
a factor,” said Armstrong, noting team 
Columbia’s move. “When you see a 
team at the front like that, you have to 
pay attention.” 

Armstrong said it was “not my objec- 
tive” to gain ground on Contador, insist- 
ing he was “just trying to stay up front and out of trou- 
ble. ... I turned around and was surprised there was a 
split.” 

Contador dropped to fourth from second and is 59 
seconds back from Cancellara. Fellow Astana rider 
Levi Leipheimer slipped to ioth from sixth and is 1:11 
behind.

Jennifer Douglas’ life was so much simpler last summer. 

Yes, now she’s 21 and last summer she was 20, and life can get so 
much more complex after that landmark birthday But it s more 
than that. Now Douglas needs to think about splashing dogs and 
waves and jet skis. 

After five years of protecting regular ol’ swimmers at several 
Northwest Side swimming pools, Douglas is finally in the big 
leagues, landing a guard post at Montrose Beach, which has sepa 
rate beaches for dogs, swimmers and recreational watercraft rent- 
als. (Officially, Chicago Park District is not responsible for people 
who rent kayaks and jet skis from privately operated companies at 
the beach, but if someone were in distress, the lifeguards would try 
to help them, Douglas says.) 

“Guarding the beach is a lot different,” Douglas says. “There’s 
all that open water and a ton more people.” 

We asked Douglas about her new gig. 






You previously lifeguarded at a 
pool in the same neighborhood- 
Portage Park— in which you grew up. 
Did a lot of your childhood friends 
come in and give you a hard time? 
No, not at all. When my friends visit 
the pool, they’re the best patrons 
because I make sure they’re in line. 

We must have different types of 
friends. Did you rule with an iron fist? 

Oh, sure. Actually, I’m pretty easy- 
going, but I am right in line with the 
rules. 

What’s the Montrose crowd like? 

There’s a lot of different people. ... 
Part of our beach is a dog beach, so 
there are the dog lovers. We also rent 
out [jet skis] and some small boats, 
so we have some adventurous people 
too. 

Have you ever had to rescue a dog? 

I haven’t. We joke about that a lot, 


but it hasn’t happened yet. I’m a dog 
lover, so if one got in trouble, I’d be 
right out there helping it. 

What about people? 

Not yet. The biggest thing I’ve had 
to do is put a Band-Aid on a girl’s 
finger, but that’s the least of my wor- 
ries. We’re more about preventing 
injuries. 

Sounds like a pretty slow summer. 

I bet all this cold weather hasn’t 
helped. What have you been doing 
to keep yourself busy? 

The majority of the time, the life- 
guards are working out. I’m also in 
charge of the junior lifeguard pro- 
gram, which is a day camp for 8- to 
18- year-olds. We’re doing workouts, 
rowing and volleyball.

“Galactica” prequel “Caprica” and the latest “Stargate” 
saga, “Stargate Universe.”

All-star send-off

LOS ANGELES The stage was set 
Monday for Michael Jackson’s final 
act as the world capital of make- 
believe braced for what could be 
the biggest, most spectacular celeb- 
rity send-off of all time. 

Ecstatic fans who won the lottery 
for seats at Tuesday’s all-star memo- 
rial received the tickets and spangly wristbands that 
will get them into the 20,000 -seat Staples Center 
downtown. Jackson’s family announced the par- 
ticipants will include Stevie Wonder, Mariah Carey, 
Usher, Lionel Richie, Kobe Bryant, Jennifer Hudson, 
John Mayer and Martin Luther King III. 

More than 1.6 million people registered for free 
tickets to the memorial, which will be broadcast 


live at noon Central time world- 
wide. A total of 8,750 people were 
chosen to receive two tickets 
each. The lucky ones picked up 
their passes Monday at Dodger 
Stadium amid heavy police pres- 
ence. 

British Airways reported a 
surge of bookings as soon as the 
memorial arrangements were announced. Virgin’s 
trans-Atlantic flights to San Lrancisco, Las Vegas 
and L.A. were all packed with fans and VIPs, 
spokesman Paul Charles said. 

“I think this is America’s version of Princess 
Diana. People want to be in the vicinity People from 
the UK and elsewhere want to share their emotions 
together,” Charles said. 


About 50 theaters across the country, from L.A. to 
Topeka, Kan., to Washington, D.C., were planning to 
broadcast the memorial live, said Cinedigm Digital 
Cinema Corp. spokeswoman Suzanne Moore. The 
company said theaters in Illinois were equipped to 
offer the broadcast, but there were no details imme- 
diately available about Chicago locations. 

On eBay, bids for tickets to the memorial were 
reaching as high as $3,000, though it was impos- 
sible to establish how serious those offers were. On 
Craigslist, asking prices also were in the thousands. 

Jackson’s family was expected to hold a private 
funeral at some point at Lorest Lawn Cemetery 
in L.A. No public funeral procession through city 
streets was scheduled, and it was not known wheth- 
er Jackson’s body would be at the Staples Center 
memorial.
